Public interost in the condition of 
i he wounded president — which had 
hegun to tlag in the face of the favora- 
ble intelligence, continued day after 
day, of liis steady progress towards 
health— was suddenly revived on Sun- 
day by the receipt of dispatches which 
stated (hat a change for the worse hail 
unexpectedly taken place. When a 
man has laid in bed nearly four weeks 
with a huge leaden ball half way 
through his body, and the most accom- 
plished surgeons unable to determine 
I lie course or location of the missile, lie 
must be looked upon as a desperate- 
ly sick iniyi. It is true that after the 
third day the symptoms pointed to the 
speedy recovery of tho patient ; tem- 
perature, pulse and discharges were 
alike favorable, and the correct and 
regular life Mr. Garfield had led add- 
ed to the confidence which was felt in 
his final recovery. The bulletins an- 
nouncing a steady improvement had 
become monotonous and people turned 
from their perusal strong in the eon- 
viction that all was well with the 
stricken man. Sunday's dispatches 
placed the matter in a new and alarm 
ing phase and excited the liveliest ap 
prehensionsfor the safety of the patient. 
It is certain now that Mr. LIarfikld is 
not out of danger : that in spite of the 
cheering assurances of his physicians 
there has not been a single moment 
since ho was shot that his life lias not 
trembled in the balance. This is tiie 
truth, and it has forced its way into the 
public mind in spite of what the phvsi - 
i ians might say to the contrary. The 
surgeons have done all that skillful and 
experienced minds could devise to re- 
lieve the president ; but with all their 

ill and experience the}' have been 
unable to trace the course of the ball 
ur to find it. This is a serious afl'air, 
indeed. The wound, combined with 
the fever and the hot weather, would 
have killed nine hundred and ninety- 
nine men out of a thousand weeks ago. 
The president has now suflered twenty- 
live days, and is neither well nor any- 
thing near well. Our great fear has 
always been lest he should die anil the 
government of tho country pass into 
the hands of Vice-President Arthur, 
who is not a public favorite and who — 
no doubt unjustly — must always, in 
some minds, rest under the stigma of 
having prompted the deed. This feel- 
ing is very absurd, of course ; but some 
persons will accept any story, however 
ridiculous. It might suit the purposes 
of unprincipled spoilhunters to foster 
and encourage this feeling and use it as 
a means to prevent tho accession of 
Arthur. It is the fervent wish of all 
here that Mr. Garfield may recover. 
His restoration would prove the best 
possible security against complications 
of a serious character in the adjoining 
republic. 

WE FISHERIES. 

While there is much in the heavy 
run of sockeye salmon- -the sweetest, 
finest and most numerous of the many 
varities of salmon — there as yet exists 
no cause for public jubilation. The 
run is unprecedentedly late — no late, in 
fact, that grave fears wore entertained 
that it would not come at all. When 
the fish began to arrive on Friday last 
they came with a rush. Like a great 
army of soldiers who in their eagerness 
to reach the front step upon each 
other's heels, so the sockeyes pressed in 
never-ending numbers into the river 
and prepared to ascend. Thousands of 
them fell victims in the nets that were 
drawn across the mouth of the main 
stroam as well as the sloughs, hut still 
the multitude pressed on in undiminish- 
ed hordes, and the canneries weie soon 
full of busy workers converting the fish 
into merchantable and toothsome arti- 
cles of diet. Experienced fishermen 
are of opinion that the run will cease 
in a few days ami that the present era 
of plenty may be succeeded by one of 
scarcity. Fishing is the most specula- 
tive industry in the country and if the 
run continues until cases ami vats have 
been filled, the fishermen will do well; 
hut adopting tho experience of others 
as a guide, we would not be surprised 
if the run were to shortly slacken if not 
cease altogether. All should hope for 
the best, while not allowing the present 
apparent prosperity to throw them of!" 
their balance. 

EXPLANATORY, 

Yesterday, during the absence of 
the oditor in chief, a paragraph ap - 
peared in this journal which stated 
that the object of Mrs. Walkem's visit 
to the mainland was to assist her bus 
band in electioneering. Those who 
have watched the course of this paper 
for the past twenty-three years scarce- 
ly require to be reminded that the para 
graph meets with our strongest disap 
probation.

Hen, l.uard — Whenever 1 find otli- 
cers on parade got up in a slovenly 
and unsoldierlike manner I shall ever 
deem it my right to take them to task. 
I consider that the style of dress 
adopted by some of the officers at Lon- 
don is a disgrace to the Dominion, but 
I would prefer that you would not put 
that in the paper. In fact I would 
rather have nothing said as coming 
from me, for it will be for the Minister 
to decide whether I exceeded my duty 
or not.

Sullivan being iplite sine of winnin" 
took two checks belonging to his wife, 
one for 8150 and the other for 810, had 
them cashed and lost the money by bet- 
ting on McDonald. Since the race there 
have been various rumors to the etl'ecL 
that the race was a put up job to take the 
persons in who lost so heavily. .Yester- 
day McDonald was playing billiards in 
the Bank Exchange saloon with a friend 
when Sullivan entered the d-mr opening 
from Washington street and exclaimed, 
" Jack, give me back my money," at the 
same time leveling a pistol at McDonalds 
stomach and firing. Quid, as a Hash Mc- 
Donald sprang ti 'Oin the ground, and the 
ball, instead of laking the desired effect, 
struck him m the lleshj pail of the in- 
side "I the leg below the abdomen, indict- 
ing a painful but not necessarily dan- 
gerous wound. Sullivan shot again, but 
the second ball missed him, and before 
further harm could he done he was ar- 
rested and lodged in jail. McDonald was 
taken to the room of a friend on Wash- 
ington street, where Or. Willard dressed 
his wound and gave him medicines to 
ease- the pain. 

Aftur his airest Sullivan thus stated 
to an InlcUiijrii-er reporter. " McDonald 
told me its a friend and called upon (iiid 
to witness what he had said, that he had 
promised to let Tommy Clancy w in din 
ruce, but was going hack on him, and 
would run it out and beat Clancy. One 
night he told me t" go out t.> the track 
near l-ake L'tiion, and hide in the bush; 
that he would bring ClallC) out and let 
me see how easily ho cuiidl beat him, 
The two ran and McDonald beat him 
every time. I then concluded, at Mc- 
Donald's earnest solicitation, to bet on 
him. 1 got two checks cashed and bet 
$100 that he would heat Clancy. When I 
lost the money 1 realized that 1 was the 
victim of misplaced confidence and went 
to work at my business to retrieve what 1 
had lost. .Viler l he race McDonald kepi 
away from my house till yesterday. I 
had repeatedly sent him word to leave 
town, as 1 did no; want to meet him, 
knowing trouble would ensue if wo met. 
Yesterday morning he called at my house 
for his coat which he hail left in his room. 
1 was away ul wi ik; my wife tohl bun he 
must pay his board bef.ru he took the I 

Shoals., said that ho had better 
get out of town. This made bun very 

angry, and he said he Would kill i n 

sight, and made other threats. At noon 
when 1 came home ni\ wife told me what i 
had transpired, and 1 at once set oat to 
get a pistol to kill him with.
